good fortune. 

The eondition of the crop av- 
erages 94 for the 8tate, which 
i« t<i point below the November 
avcrnnf. On Di-oember 1st, 
1807, the condition was 85, and 
for same date of ISfMI it was 
101. Uy aeetions the following 
pereentn^^es of condition are 
ihown : Western, hi, which is a 
decline of Ave pointa during the 
month; central, 102, which is 
an increase of seven points, and 
S4iutheastern, 100, which is the 
•ame as the eoodltion reported 
November 1st. The falling off 
in eonditlQB.is tbe western sec- 
tion and tli« inarsasa la the 
central is due to the fact that 
in tliM western section far the 
largest portion of the acreage is 
late, wliib the reverse is true of 
the central section. 

The preliminary estimate of 
the acrea^s on November Ist. 
waa 10)', atf dompured wHh Mr*> 
age of 1807. The acreage has 
increased until now (December 
1st) it is etfttmated at 111, sim- 
ilarly compared. Itshdiiid be 
borne in mind, however, that 
the increase is only in tbe 
•oQtbeasleni district, where an 
increased percentage would have 
but a sUfttl •ffMt^^jg««aa«r(H. 



In Pike county the correspon 
dents estimate the increase at 
2o0 per cent. In Magoffin coun- 
ty the inerease is lOf per eent., 
»vhile a number tif counties in 
this section report acreage in- 
cresed 80 per eent. The aver- 
age for the sontbeaatem section 
places the acrtaRf at as 
compared with acreage of 1897. 
This is an increase of 11 per 
eent. since November 1st. In tbe 
central section the acreage, as 
compared with the acreage of 

1807, Is lot, Whieb is a decline 
of one per cent, from the pre- 
liminary estimate of November 
1st. In the western section the 
acreage by a similar comparison 

i« 1(14, alno a falling off of one 
per cent. I'he estimate of num- 
ber of acres- seeded will not bo 
made until the return by tbe as- 
sessors of acr«-n harvpstfd in 

1808, which will give the basis. 
Many eorreepondents report 

under date as late as November 
.'50th that farniern are not vet 
through sowing, but it is safe 
to assume that little or no wheat 
will be sown after that date.

. Com husking has progressed 
rather ttlowly and a eoaaiderable 
portion of the crop y^t remains 
in the field. While the gener- 
al tenor of reports Is to modify 
first estimates of damaged or 
rotten corn, still tbe estimates 
show the damage is ao| Incon- 
siderable. The averafe esti- 
mate of loss is 14 per cent. In 
tbe western section the loss is 
estimated at 19 per cent. In tbe 
central at 14, and la tbe aoutli 

eaHtern at 17. A fewcountles 
report the crop disappointing as 
to yield, and tbe general Qpin 
ion is thai tb* qunlity Is balow 
average. 

Tbe average price of corn for 
the State DeoMBber 1st Is tad 
mated at 28 cents. The aver 
age for the western section is 
24 e^nts; 84 cents for the cen 
ml, aad at asBta for the south 
eastern. 

In view of the sappy condi- 
tion of eom a little preeautlon 
in regaVd to seed corn for next 
year may prove of benefit. A 
careful selection should be made 
M oaee «rf a wi a a l a n t amooat of 
ears which should be placed 
where they will become thor- 
oughly dried out. Hard freei- 
Ing while the sap rsaaias will 
destroy the germ and render it 
worthless fur seed purposes, but 
afur It haa badome dried It wiU 
withstand aaj toapoiatore 
which may occur in tl^f f lati.
